Mecent Diseoveriesn in the Inierior.
Mr. Juhn Hogg writes as follows to the Lon-
dom Athoneun:—
?hlwu bad the opportnunity of sesiog soma
ips relating  to the discoveries by MM,
Poticst, as well ag those by Bigoori Antinori
and Piagpia, from which [ understand that
former travellers proceeded from the west
dle of the Bahr el Abtad, or White river, from
ngar Mean, in about § deg. N. Iat,, in westerly
apd southwesterly directions, crogsing saveral
rivers sud the tracks of Italian travellers to
Bear the small town or village called Morindo,
«Bitaste in about 1 deg. 50 min. N. lat. Thoe
latter explorers departed from near Lake
No, or Halr el Gazal, in a 5.5.W roats,
in which they passed mnear and crossed
over the rivers Qian, Tangi, Dlo, and
other smaller streams, in the territories of the
guveral tribes oalled Gtianghe, Giur, and Dor.
These riveras run northwards, and apparently
flow into the Bahr el Gazal, and 8o ultimatsly
contribute their waters to the White Nile. It
i, however, difficnlt to maks ont the exact
routes of these active travellers in those
hitherto nnknown regions withont haviog tha
detai's furnished in English. Also, it appears
that the Italian explorers did not themaslves
reach the new Iake on the equator, in the
Niam Niam or Niam Aniam territory, and
they were not muoh mnedrer to it than Ma-
rindo. Plaggia states in his map that he had
notice 0 it (a Chifa e a Perchie) from, 1 con-
clude, two natives or traders. The extent of
the luke I8 pot known; bnt its position as
given In that map is in 26 deg. K. long., and is
cnt by the eqnatorial line.

The distauce from the western supposed
terwination of the Lake Albert Nyanza is
about two and a half degrees, instead of, as |
before erroneously said, “*half a degree.’’ This
lake, then, it geems, ia onkv placed from re-
ports. I may, however, add that it i3 likely
to be the lake which is laid down in I'iga-
fatta’s map, engraved at Rome in 1001 by
Natoli Bonifavie; and although placed in 49
deg. longitude east of the Azores, and ex-
tending three degrees of longitude, and in
about 2 deg. N. latitude, he oalls that lake
“Lago Negro,' the “‘Black Lake,” aud makes
a river issue from its northwest end, and
which he appears to counsider as one of the
quar tributaries of the Camaroon river—
“Dos Camarones,”” as he writes it. He may
be right; but I think it pot fmprobable that
that river, if identical with Pigafetta’s Berior
Buri, may prove to be an upper branch of the
river Zaire, or Congo, although Pigafetta has
Jaid down the *‘Rio Congo’' as emerging from
Baker's Lake at its eonthwestsrn extremity.
I muat also obaerve that the appellation *‘Lago
Negro'' does not gignify the Niger Lake: this
and the brapohes of the river Niger, “Rio
Niger," are given on that Roman map in
anbout 12 deg. N. latitnde. Awpother lake,
without & name, is pluced, out of which to
the northwest flows another branch of the
great “Rio Niger."

All these lakes and rivers—thongh laid
down roughly, and with no cartographical
‘exactness—are ptill to be regarded with muoch
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Esldarunon, particnlarly when we remembar

t more than 277 years have passed siuce
Portuguese traveller, LEd. Lopez, visited
4he kingdom of Coogo and other parts of
Africa, and from whose notes Pigafetta drew
pp the map. Jortions of this map were very
' ;!lEsly given from travellers whom Lopez had
met; it is, nevertheless, very valuable for ita
eographiocal details at that eaily date, and it
fs s matter of surprise that it should have
been so long consigned to oblivion, when we
find that Pigafetta’s work had been published
in Latin, Koglish, German, French, and, [
beliave, algo in Portuguese.

Nothing can be clearer than this declaration.

If they are falee to thoge who sent them
to Parliament, ill worthy are they to receive
their hire,

—It is propoeed, among the schemes for
improviog l.ondon traffio, to make an open
railway, with a three-feet gauge, from Is-
lington to the Moorgate street station of the
Underground Railway. This notion of usin
a narrower gauge than the common is & go
one, and deserves favor. The Festinieg Rail-
way, of which the gauge is only two feet, haa
carried, as of course it might, and s hundred
times the numbers, 120,000 passengers and
125,000 tons of goods ina year. This plan, if
adopted, will be reversing Brunel's system
with a vengeance, That engineer's broad
gauge, after causing the waste of millions, is
to disused even on the Great Western
itgelf, and the common narrow gauge substi-
tuted. This is mot perhaps the best on its
own merits, but the best becaunse it is in com-
mon uge—an argument which might, by the
way, be used with eflect against the three-
feet gauge. As the third rail on the Un-
derground line which accommodates the
broad-guage engines of the Great Western
Company will sgoon be disnsed, why should
not the space then left vacant between the
pregent ordinary guage lines be made to serve
for trains with a narrow, sny three-feet, guage,
which might go at express speed, and with
very few stoppages, from one end of the line
to the other?! The longest jourmey might

thus be accomplished on this line in one-third
the present time. No London railway scheme
is 80 certain to be carried ont as that which is
ravived for a line from the City to the Marble
Arch, parallel to Holborn and Oxford street.
